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Yellow Fever Notes. 


New Orteans, August 27. — New 
cases of yellow fever to-day, 220; 


deaths, 57. : 

Mempnis, August 28.—There was 
eighty new cases reported up to noon 
to-day, while the indications are that 
there will be quite an increase in the 
death rate. The negroes this morniog 
became clamorous for rations, About 
one thousand men, women and child- 
ren surrounded the commissary depot, 
and it was found necessary to station 
a guard from the colored military com- 
pany to keep back the crowd. Num- 

rs of the-well ones. are still leaving 
the city aided by the Citizen’s Voir 
mittee. 

The Howards this morning opened 
the Market street school building as 
an infirmary, or Howard Home, for 
the reception of the pauper sick. They 
have also established a medical corps 
of ten physicians ufder the direction 
of Dr. R. W. Mitchell. 

New Or.eans, August 28.—The 
Howard Associaticn relief list is grad- 
ually increasing. The new applica- 
tions number about 125 daily. The 
Young Men’s, Christian Association 
now have 100 patients on their relief 
list. 

A dispatch to the Picayune from 
Col. Bennett, dated Brookhaven, Miss., 
says that there is not a case of yellow 
fever inor around Brookhaven. We 
cannot hear of a case of yellow fever 
between Canton and New Orleans, 
oyer 200 miles. Reports from coast 
towns along the Mobile road show 
there is no fever at any point between 
New Orleans and Mobile. 

VickssurG, Augast 28.—Seven hun- 
dred cases of yellow fever have occurr- 
ed here. 

Cuicacn, August 28.—Collections 
to-day for the yellow fever sufferers 
up to noon were $2000. 

Stage Kobber Killed, 

Tucson, August 27. —The mail rob- 
ber who has manipulated, so many 
stages in Northern and Southern Ari- 
zona, and in Mexico, was killed by a 
Sheriff's posse, three and a half miles 
south of Tucson, last evening, about 
8 o'clock. His name was William 
Brazleton. He was sixfeet tall, had 
blue eyes, and weighed 190 pounds 
A confederate furnished information 
to the authorities, that he would be at 
a certain piace at the time. The 
mask and other well-known disguises, 
a guld watch agd chain and other arti- 
cles, taken from passengers at dif- 
ferent times were on bis person, but 
no money. it is oe the money 
is hid near town. ere i3 most posi- 
tive evideuce of his guilt in a large 
number of stage robberies. His be- 
trayer makes a clean breast of the 
whole affair and gives startling ac- 
counts. Great excitement here. He 
is the maa who robbed the stage 
between Antelope and Wickenburg, 
and made Ed. Peck open the treasure 
box aud Dan Thorne cut the mail 
bags. Jie was not concerned in the 
recent staze robberies near Picachio 
Station acd Mariposa Wells. These 
latter were committed by four Mexi- 
cans. Deputy United States Marshal 
Evans is now in Soncra, in close pur- 
suit of tiem.

How from deep care 
and thought this erudite Hercules was 
lead by the language of the hour, the 
fond belief that such institutions must 
live and those forming minds befvre 
him mature to fill leading positions in 
the world of thought, in the leadiny 
professions and industries of lif , 
Similar were our impressions of Bish: p 
Whitaker to-day. It was a atten 
which one has. occasionally of real 
men when their better selves uncon- 
sciousiy show that the human heart 
may at times bespeak its quasi divine 
— and action.

Constitution of the State of Nevada, 

ar at the Eighth Session of the Legis- 
ature: 

Rerotvrep, That there shal! be added to the 
present Constiturion of this State an Article 
to be called and known as Article XVIII, and 
which shali be ze foilows: 

ARTICLE XVIII.—The rights of suffrage and 
office holding shall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the United States. by reaeon 
of his color or previous condition of servitude.

Resoivep, By the Assembly, the Senate 
ptr That Article Eleven (11) of the 
Constitution of the State of Nevada be 
amended by adding to said Article Eleven (11) 
section ten (16) thereto, which shall read as 
follewe: 

SECTION 10. No public funds, of any kind 
or character whatever. State. county or mun- 
iciplal, shall be used for sectarian purposes.
